)pulation  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  as  4727?  a  decrease  of  120  compared  r/ith  the  estimate  for 
1943  and  320  less  than  1942.  This  decrease  may  continue  as  war  evac¬ 
uees  return  to  their  original  residences. 


The  Birth  rate  of  15 *65  adjusted  for  inrard 
and  o^tVv^ard  transfers,  shov/s  a  very  small  increase  over  last  year. 

The  Death  rate  of  16  per  1000  people  is 
again  greater  than  last  year’s  figure  of  14.6  and  12.6/  in  1942. 

Infant  Mortality,  (the  v/eather  guage  of 
social  conditions)  v/as  up  this  year,  five  infants  under  one  year 
dying  from  various  causes  giving  a  mortality  of  67.6  for  every  1000 
live  babies  born. 


Infectious  Diseases.  14  cases  of  infectious 
disease  \Yere  notified.  This  is  a  big  drop  from  last  year  ‘:4ien  an 
epidemic  of  mild  measles  swept  your  District,  causing  219  cases  out 
of  237  notified.  Of  the  14  cases  notified  this  year,  there  wore 
eight  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  of  v/hom  four  died  during  the 
year.  The  e  are  no  notifications  of  Measles  and  none  of  Diphtheria 
or  ^•’^^hooping  Cough  although  there  w  ere  some  exclusions  from  school 
for  the  latter  disease  v/hich  now  ra  hks  greater  than  Diphtheria  as 
Infantile  killer  No.l  . 


Diphtheria  Immunisation.  The  high  percentage 
of  school  children  immunised  during  your  Council’s  pioneer  work  in 
this  field  of  Public  Health  Service  has  been  mora  than  maintained.

MATERIAL  and  SOCIAL  CQKDITIONoo  Theso  remain  essentially  the  same  as 
during  the  previous  years o  The  Urban  District  of  882  acres  maintains 
a  population  of  about  5000  who  are  mainly  attracted  by  the  climatic 
conditions  of  the  seaside  and  very  many  work  in  the  neighbouring  to*^m 
of  Hullo  The  normal  resident  population  contains  a  large  number  of 
older  and  retired  people^  a  factor  which  effects  our  birth  and  death 
rate  considerably i  lo’.'ering  the  first  a  nd  raising  the  second. 

The  chief  local  industries  are  joinery  and  building  Contractors^  a 
Bakery  and  Gas-works. 

BIRTH  RATE  The  number  of  live  births  registered  is  7^^  much  the  same 
as  last  year^  giving  a  rate  of  15«85  after  adjustment  for  inward  and 
outward  transfers.  The  birth  rate  for  England  &  LLales  is  17.6  an 
increase  of  over  1  per  1000  over  19^5°  The  birth  rate  in  the  smaller 
towns  of  25OOO-5COOO  population  has  risen  to  20. 9  an  even  greater 
increase  of  1,5  1000  over  1945  » 

DEATH  RATE .  76  people  died  in  1915  -  five  more  than  la  st  year  - 
and  12  more  than  191-2,  The  death  rate  is  I6  per  1000  as  compared 
v/ith  14,6  in  I945  and  12,6  in  1942.  The  corresponding  figures 
for  England  Ez  L'a  les  are  11,6  this  year  and  12,1  in  1942,  For  the 
smaller  towns  the  rate  is  12,4  per  1000, 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY.  One  mother  died  as  the  result  of  infection  after 
an  illegal  operation  to  procure  miscarriage. 

INFANT  MORTALITY.  The  death  rate  for  1944  is  67,7  per  1000  total 
live  births p  'while  for  the  te/o  previous  years  it  was  40.00. 

Five  infants  died  under  one  ^’•ear  -  2  males  and  5  females ^  all  legi¬ 
timate,  One  male  died  two  da  ys  a  ftor  birth  from  Congenital  Heart 
Didease  and  the  other  a  ged  5  months  from  Gastro  Enteritis (Summer 
Diarrhoea).  Of  the  female  inf a  nts^  one  died  shortly  after  a 
difficult  birth^  one  from  acute  Bronchitis  and  one  from  ' 

Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis,  Afourth  female  aged  I5  months  died  from 
the  effects  of  Septic  spots,  \7hile  noting  that  v/ith  such  small  figures 
every  one  death  more  or  less  m-oans  I5  on  or  off  the  rate^  apparently 
are  a  re  not  yet  sufficiently  careful  of  our  infant  life.  The  rate  for 
England  d  halesv  is  46  -  for  the  smaller  tcwns  44  and  for  London  6l  - 
all  about  the  same  as  for  the  t'-.^o  previous  years.

the  only  cas-s  notified  of  the  epidemic  varioty  of  infectious  disease. 
There  wore  no  cases  of  Typhoid;  Paratyphoid;  'Thooping  Cough;  Diphtheri 
Smallpox  or  Measles. 

There  arere  however;  two  cases  of  Pneumonia;  one  of  Puerperal  Fever  and 
eight  cases  of  Pulmona.ry  Tuberculosis.  No  ca  ses  of  eye  disease  among 
babies  was  recorded.  As  noted  previously;  there  v/as  one  death  from 
Pneumonia  and  one  from  Puerperal  Sepsis,  No  action  was  necessary  by 
the  Council  under  the  Public  Health  Act  I925  Sec. 62  re .compulsory 
removal  to  hospital.
